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Andover saved a lot of money 
last week, and at the same time 
led the way in using the first pre= 
stressed concrete pipe ever used 
to span a river. 

The pipe - 18-inch inside 
measurements and with a 30-inch 
outside diameter - was placed 
across the Shawsheen River as an 
integral part of the trunk sewer | 
line now under construction. 

The town’s engineering consult- 
ants, Camp, Dresser and McKee, 
designed the pipe, using known 
pre-stressing principles. Pre- 
stressing had never been used 
before, however, in relation to 
pipe. 

The 55-foot pipe actually spans 
a 51-foot area, unsupported except 
by its own rigidity. It provides 
a gravity flow for the sewage, as 
it leaves the Essex st. area on its 
way to the pumping station at | 
Riverina rd. The pipe, empty, 
weighs 15 tons, and is a 16-ton 
unit when filled. 

According to the engineers, use 
of pre-stressed pipe is at least 
$100 a foot cheaper than the normal 
method of constructing a siphon | 
and laying pipe on the river bed.

was dangerous, he explained, be- 
cause of the metal. 

Fortunately, the aerial had 
caught on only one of the high- 
power wires, and had broken the 
guy wires, which wrapped around 
the second high-power line. These 
made the contact that fully charged 
the structure - but they burned 
through shortly, leaving only the 
radio and its electrical connection 
fully-charged. 

When the fire department 
arrived, Deputy Cole, without 
knowing that the antenna was down, 
automatically reached under the 
radio and unplugged the equipment. 
Although shielded with the usual 
heavy-duty rubber insulation, the 
line was fully-charged at that time, 
and the deputy was standing in 
water as well. 

When told what had happened, 
firefighters promptly cleared the 
| building of personnel. 

Power Co. crews arriving at 
the scene called for experts in 
handling the 13,000 volt lines. It 
was about anhour after the incident 
before crews were assembled to 
handle the job, then it was decided 
to wait another half hour before 
shutting down the power station, 
also located on Lupine rd. Raytheon 
Co. gets its power through the 
line, and the wait was ordered so 
that the shut-off would coincide 
| with the change of shifts at the 
plant. 

Once the main power feed was 
shut down, crews were able to 
| get a rope on the offending aerial 
_| and pull it to the ground. 
| Among other damage in the 
building was that to several small 
metal filing cabinets on a desk 
| some feet away from the radio. 
|Standing back-to-back, the 
cabinets were fused together by 
| the electrical charge.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


What Would You Do? 


What to do about 100 or so violators of the town’s 
zoning by-laws can be a complex problem — not as simple 
as ore might believe at first. 

If you were a selectman, what would you do? 

You are faced with many violations of the town’s laws. 
And they have one thing in common — all are in some 
fashion breaking the law relating to conducting a busi- 
ness in a residential area. 

There the similarity stops. 

Some may be real estate offices or other professional 
uses not specifically mentioned as being permissible 
under the by-law. 

Others may be contractors, using homes in well-settled 
areas for the storage of their equipment. 

Still others may be using their homes for various types 
of businesses. 

Some are annoying to the neighbors; others are not. 

A few are new; many have been in existence for some 
years, but not long enough to qualify as a non-conforming 
use. 

What would you do? 

If you accept the position that laws are made to be 
enforced fairly, without discrimination of any sort, you 
probably would tell all of the violators to cease and 
desist at once. 

If you wish to examine each violation separately, you 
would find that some are of no nuisance value at all; no 
one is bothered; and closing the business down would, in 
effect, mean putting a man out of business. 

You would probably find that the older businesses 
were even encouraged to locate where they are by the 
town; then as country areas were divided into sub-divi- 
sions, the businesses suddenly became an integral part 
of the residential area, and were objectionable. 

What is the fair thing to do, knowing that the law exists 
and should be obeyed, but also realizing that the town 
should be just? 

These are the questions the Selectmen, themselves, 
are facing as they try to find an answer to the problem. 
It’s no wonder they have hesitated to give snap judgments, 
but have, instead, asked for legal guidance on how they 


can proceed. 
We can sympathize with members of the Board; this is 


not a question that is easily answered. We do feel, how» 
ever, that if any decision to strictly enforce the by-law is 
taken, each violator should be given plenty of opportunity 
to relocate his business before legal steps are taken that 
could result in putting him out of business. 


Piease, No More Plans 


Directives announced this week concerning future 
operations of the Division of Waterways make it less 
probable that Andover will get the amount of money needed 
to complete the Rogers Brook project. 

All fiscal responsibility, formerly under the Division, 
now rests with the financial office of the Department of 
Public Works. All engineering and plans must bear the 
recommendation of the chief engineer, before decisions 
are made. 

These two new policies seem to be working against the 
town, in its effort to get the Division to keep promises 
made by its director, Rodolphe Bessette. 

First, without the financial responsibility that he 
formerly exercised, Bessette probably can not keep his 
promise. This would be up to individuals in the DPW 
office — and we feel that they are unlikely to jump head- 
first into this situation, no matter how many written 
statements the town has from Bessette. 

Secondly, the requirement that the chief engineer make 
his recommendation on all plans gives us an unknown 
quantity — will he approve of the plans as drawn for the 
Brook, or any subsequent revision of them? 

It looks as though the town won't be able to get more 
than the $175,000 in matching funds, at least not for a 
long time. 

If this is all the money available, obviously the plans 
must again be revised in order to do some portion of the 
project without exceeding the total expenditure of 
$350,000. 

We wonder whether this is advisable. 

The plans have been drawn and re-drawn several times, 
since the first effort by Clinton Goodwin, We’ve paid 
engineering fees directly, and through our state taxes.
